IT'S FAIR time again! 

AND THAT means 17 years 
have gone by since the night a 
committee from the Porterville 
chamber of commerce met with a 
group of farmers in the Porterville 
city hall to talk about starting a 
fair in Porterville. 

WHAT A night that was. The 
committee wasn't exactly sure of 
what it was trying to promote: the 
farmers were sure that the city 
slickers had cooked up another 
scheme to get at their money, and 
nothing was accomplished in loud 
and argumentive voices. 

BUT There were three who knew 
not what they were doing — Babe 
Hodgson, Rolla Bishop and one B. 
Rodgers. They traveled here and 
there around the valley, looked at 
fair grounds, talked to fair man- 
agers, and in a profound lack of 
knowledge as to what they were 
getting into, conned the Porterville 
chamber of commerce, through 
the Merchants' committee, into un- 
derwriting a fair to the tune of 
‘$500. The first fair board was 
set up — Cyrille Faure, Chet Gil- 
bert, Joe Menne, Vernon Gill, Free- 
land Farnsworth, Allan Coates, the 
three aforementioned promoters, 
and as legal counsel, for free, Guy 
Knupp. 

MEMBERS OF the Porterville 
high school board of trustees were 
amazed and mystified by fast talk 
to the extent that they OKed a 
fair in connection with Patrons’ 
day on the high school campus, 
credit was established here and 
there by the fair board, and the 
first fair was staged with great 
success, including the collapse of 
the canvass-covered livestock barns 
during a wind storm. 

AFTER THREE years on the high 
school campus, fair directors suf- 
fered delusions and grandeur and 
expanded to the Rocky Hill arena, 
planning their budget carefully 
with grossly under-estimated ex- 
penses and just as grossly over- 
estimated revenue. Major attrac- 
tions were a home-town+people- 
operated carnival and a tremen- 
dous "Pageant of Porterville", 
staged by the Barn theater, direct- 
ed by Pete Tewksbury, and an- 
nounced by the late Douglas Beat- 
tie. : 

ABOUT A thousand people (it 
seemed) were needed to operate 
carnival booths, another thousand 
were in the pageant cast, and 
while these people greatly swelled 
the fair crowd, there was a notice- 
able lack of action at the box of- 
fice, since everyone came in on 
passes. Folks had a great time; 
the pageant rated rave notices in 
the press, and the fair lost $6,000 
which it didn't have. 

AT THAT point the sensible 
thing would have been to cut the 
fair off as a bad job, but directors 
refused to be sensible. They de- 
cided to take another fling, moved 
up on the blind. side of the Por- 
terville city council, and talked 
their way into an argreement to} ' 
use the municipal ball park, and 
adjacent property, as a fair 
grounds. 

WITH NO tangible assets, and 
with a debt of $6,000, directors 
entered into a contract for a pro-

From this data certain coi u- 
sions can be drawn. For example, 
it is quite evident that there is 
grave under-utilization of agricul- 
tural workers in this state.
